Honors for being the most produc- 
tive coal field in Alberta again went 
to the Crows’ Nest Pass last month 
as it yielded 186,501 tons of coal and 
left the Drumheller fteld in second 
place with 165,939 tons. Both these 
fields showed a favorable increase in 
production over June of 1947, but the 
output for the Lethbridge ‘field suf- 
fered slightly. 

The June output last year amounted 
to .169,753 tons for the Crows’ Nest 
Pass and 156,363 for the Drumheller 
field. 

Alberta’s entire output of ‘coal for 
June. amounted to 625,331 tons, an in- 
crease of 33,761 tons over that ‘pro- 
duced in the previous June. 

Last month’s production in tons for 
various southern: fields follows, with 
the output for June, 1947, in brack- 
ets: Lethbridge 32,467 (33,186), 
Brooks 205 (1,218), Champion 198

connection, it was recently announced that Canada now has a list of its 
own “100 best books”, which has been compiled at the request of the Arts 
and Letters Section of the United Nations MAucational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organization.

The list of the 100 best books, written in English, 
was selected by a committee of eight judges, all 
outstanding Canadian scholars and critics. It’ was 
chosen for the information of \people in other 
countries ‘interested “! in" Canadiah literature, and includes books on a wide 
range of subjects, in varied styles of writing, representing the work of con- 
temporary authors as well as those of earlier periods. Among the earlier 
writers whose .work has been selected are‘the poets Bliss‘Carman, Duncan 
Campbell Scott and Archibald Lampman, the naturalists Grey Owl and 
Ernest Thompson Seton, the novelists Sir Gilbert Parker and Mazo de la 
Roche, the humorist esis Leacock, and the historical novelist Susanna

Ottawa Report 
Shows Butter 


Stocks Lower . 


- OTTAWA.—The ‘Bureau of Statis- 
tios has turned out a gloomy report 
on the butter situation, 

It showed that total supply of wut- 
ter—creamery, dairy and whey- in 
Canada now is approximately 43,- 
000,000 pounds, down 10,500,000 
pounds from the supply position . a 
year ago. 

The figures include stocks up to 
the beginning of June plus produc- 
tion during that month, which 
amounted to slightly more than 44,- 
500,000 pounds, 1,500,000 pounds 
ahead of June, 1947. 

However, while butter production 
‘|was up during Juse, the domestic 
disappearance of butter was the 
highest for any month this year, to- 
talling nearly 32,000,000 pounds

Atom Poisons 
Are Deadly When 
Taken Into _Body 


CHICAGO.—Atomic poisons, which 
Dr. Stafford Warren says may hang 
around dangerously for many years, 
have been explained. 

Dr. Warren, one of the top ‘medical 
scientists of the Manhattan District 
and the atomic bomb, showed dele- 
gates at the American Medical As- 
sociation convention pictures of how 
these poisons work. AJ] of them are 
radioactive atoms and nearly a dozen 
are deadly poisons if they get inside 
the kody. : 

He said that after an atomic bomb 
war the poisons would fall into water 
supplies and. areas where food is 
growing. They would be a risk to 
life, he said, unless doctors learn 
what to do. 

These atomic things are slow Pare 
sons. They would take, Dr. Warren 
said, protably 15 years of scientific 
experiments to-learn just how much 
of ‘them people.can be allowed to 
breathe in or eat without risk.

SIDE View 

R those who drive automobiles a 
very handy thing is some type 
of gate which does not require that 
the driver get out of the car and will 
still hold livestock satisfactorily. In 
this respect the automatic type of 
gate will provide an answer, but a 
still better one is the ordinary “‘cat- 
tle guard”, also known as the “crate 
gate”, “grate gate” and “Texas 
gate”. 

Probably this gate is the best dre 
rangement for providing some sort 
of barrier which, will allow the pas- 
sage of motor cars ‘without niaking 
it necessary ‘to opén a gate, and 
which will stillconfine livestock, This 
gate col of a shallow pit about 
2 ft. deep, 6 ft. wide, 4 ft. across. 

Two fairly heavy logs are laid 
across the pit, as shown in drawing, 
the logs being placed about where 
the car wheels will travel. Then 4- 
inch. poles, iron pipes, or old steam- 


Doiler flues are laid crosswise on the 
logs, spaced 4 inches apart to form 
an open grating. Short pieces of 
plank fencing are then put on a slope 
on each Side of the track, these pan- 
els resting against the end posts of 
the fence, which is run to either side 
of the crate gate, 

According to experience in the 
West, where these gates are in use 
in many places, -@itkinds of livestock 
are successfully confined. The only 
time in which they fail is in winter 
when snow fills the pit. Cattle will 
attempt to cross under se. condi- 
tions. Usually a standa’ gate is 
laced on one side of the crate gate 
to permit cattle to be taken through 
the fence if necessary. Such a gate 
should be a big convenience to any- 
one having to pass through fenced 
pastures frequently with cars, trucks 
or tractors.

Summer Insects Hold Greater Terrors 


Than’ Blizzards For 


WHITEHORSE, Yukon Territory. 
—Summer insects hold greater ter- 
rors than winter blizzards for the 
men who roam the trails of the Yu- 
kon. 

A man on the tramp in. the Yukon 
during the summer months carries 
plenty of matches and netting with 
him, He “dopes” his skin with spe- 
cial preparations. If he stops for a 
meal or a rest, he tuilds a circle of 
“smudge” fires and sits in-the middle. 

There is many a tale of men frozen 
to death in the Yukon snows, but for 
sheer horror they cannot rival the 
stories told here of prospectors lost 
in the hills and unable to protect 
themselves from the swarms of mos- 


_|quitoes and black flies. One search 


last summer found a 
sitting on — stump, 
softly. 

Clouds of black files, an insect us- 
ually no bigger than the head of a 
pin, have been reported ‘reaching 
from ground level to a height of 25,- 
009 feet, resembling, the “funnel” of 
a tornado, 

besides interfering with everyday 
life in the north, these insects pre- 
sent a problem for military authori- 
ties, who since 1942 have been study- 
ing the operating efficiency of mili- 
tary. forces in the sub-Arctic reg- 
ions.
